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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The After Final amendment raises new issues that would require a new search and consideration after 
prosecution on the merits has been closed. Specifically, the amendment seeks to cure the objection of claims 58-74 as being 
improperly dependent by amending the dependency of claim 58. Notably, claims 58-74 have not been searched on the merits at the 
time of the Final Action, therefore any search of the claims would require new search and consideration. Furthermore, claim 57, from 
which claim 58 now depends, has also been amended to contain a new limitation that would require a new search and consideration. 
Specifically, claim 57 adds the limitation "subpopulations" of cells while eliminating the previous limitation of "several monoclonal or 
polyclonal subgroups."
